guise of a supporter of the Laurier 
government, it is no better pleased 
when the government is commended 
then when it is condemned. Its most 
recent cause of offeace against Mr. 
Oliver is that he has recently made 
several speeches in support of certain 
parts of the government policy, with- 
out considering that part which favors 
Galician immigration. It argues that 
as Mr. Oliver did not condemn the 
government on this point it was be- 
cause he could not, and vociferously 
challen im to introduce a bill in 
Parliament to restrict or prohibit that 
class of immigration. What particu. 
lar effec& the ‘introduction of such a 
bill would have the Free Press fails to 
say. That journal should not get 
unduly excited. The people of ths 
west are interested in a number of 
questions besides Galician immigra- 
tion, or even the opivions of the Free 
Prees thereom, and Mr. Oliver has to 
deal with those questions without 
réference to the Free Press. Mr. Oliver 
has from time te time, as circum- 
stances seemed to him to make desir- 
ahle, given his opinions regarding the 
immigration feature of the govern- 
ment’s policy and may be depended 
upon to do so in future, as the 
occasion arises. 
The question of an immigration 
policy is a good deal broader than the 
part of it which merely relates to the 
Galicians. Plainly stated, it is the 
question between discriminating and 
indiscriminate immigration ; whether 
the immigrant is te be considered 
simply as a producer of railway traffie 
or as a citizen, with all that the word 
implies. It is at this point the Buxt- 
gtx and the Free Press, and Mr. 
Oliver and the owners of the Free 
Press divide. The BuLierix speaking 
for some, at any rate, of the settlers 
of the west, who are citizens as well 
as settlers, takes the ground that the 
immigrant’s fitness for association in 
the rights of citizenship (which in- 
clude the responsibilities of govern- 
ment) and the amenties of social life 
is the important question to be con- 
sidered. There is every reason to be- 
lieve that if the settler is a sueeess as 
a eitiren he will achieve at least a 
moderate, and most likely a very large 
measure, of suceess as aproducer. The 
Free Press, speaking for its owners, 
looks at the immigrant merely as a 
producer of railway traffic, without 
regard to his fitness for association in 
the duties of citizenship or the general 
life of the country. From the point 
of view of the Free Press and its 
pushers any kind of immigration that 
will yield traffic is desirable immigra- 
excepting that of the 
Uhinese—but from the point of view 
of the intelligent settler who hopes for 
something for himself and his children 
beyond their being merely beasts of 
burden, only such immigration as will 
add something to the good citizenship 
of the country is desirable. The im- 
migration question looks very different 
te the man who 1s hindered where he 
hoped to be helped in his efforts at 
improving the condition of the country 
by the immigrants introduced, and to 
the man whose interest in the west is 
the dividends on his stecks and the 
interest on his bonds—neither more 
nor less. The Buttetin has from time 
to time attempted to put the case of 
the citizen settler forward. Mr. Oliver 
has done the same in the house of 
commons and elsewhere and because 
he has done so the western newspaper 
organ of eastern monopoly, masquer- 
ading in the guiseof liberalism, attacks 
him in season and out of season, 
whether he supports or opposes the 

7 government of which it has eonstituted 
itself the special champion. 

The flooding of western Canada 
with people who are not used to the 
duties of eitizenship is a serious ques- 
tion for the west aad for all Canada. 
It is said that these strauge peoples 
will assimilate with the English-speak- 
ing settlers possibly to some extent 
and at great length of time. But the 
work of their assimilation is that 
much of a drag and burden upon 

* those with whom they sre expected to 


tion—not 


are behind the Free Press to have the 
Northwest settled by people who 
would be laborers without being citi- 
zens. Possibly a large proportion of 
such inhabitants may be looked upon 
as a desirable means of checking the 
proper aspirations of those who desire 
to take advantage of the full privileges 
of citizenship. The Free Press can 
only be expected to uphold the view 
of those who paid their money for it 
in order that they might use is to 
deceive the people of the west, and 
hold them under the heel of monopoly; 
and to use such means as monopoly 
always uses in its fight against the 
pubile good. 


SEUSION NOTES. 
Orrawa, March 22, 89. 


The debate on the address was 
opened on Monday in a moderately 
full house, by Bell, the recently elected 
member from Prince Edward Island. 
He made a very clear, logieal and 
moderate argument on behalf of the 
position rather than of the policy of 
the government. He is evidently a 
practiced speaker and sound thinker. 
A strong feature of his speech was the 
Canadian and British sentiment which 
was expressed. He alluded to the 
question of reciprocity with the States 
as scarcely a live issue. Speaking of 
the prosperity of Canada, he pointed 
out that the increase of trade in the 
past two years was greater than the 
increase of that of the United States, 
although that country was 14 times 
more populous. He said: “ How is 
a less measure of prosperity in the 
States to be used to increase Canada’s 
prosperity?” 

The address was seeonded in French 
by Mr. Martimeau, successor to 
Choquette, in Montmagny. 

Sir Charles Tupper spoke for four 
hours, rating the government on every 
point, beginning in the legendary 
times, coming gradually up to the 
present, and finally dipping into the 
future. He proved that they were 
wrong ali the time and every time, 
and besides, were unprincipied and 
incompetent, but on the question of 
the tariff, upon which was centered 
his principal onslaught, he pledged 
the support of himself and his party 
as long as they held to the national 
policy, Which he said they were doing. 
The questions of senate reform, tem- 
perance legislation and the proposed 
re-arrangement of constituencies were 
the only subjects of future interest 
with which he dealt. He held that 
the senate as at present constituted 
was the guarantee demanded by 
Quebec and the Maritime Provinces 
as acondition of confederation, and 
held that the proposal. to overwhelm 
the vote of the senate by that of the 
house was a distinct violation of the 
prineiple contended for. He made a 
strong plea to Quebee on this point, 
and declared that he would stump 
that province against a reformation of 
the senate. Although he attacked 
the Premier bitterly for his refusal of 
legislation consequent upon the pleb- 
iscite he did not offer any alternative. 
On the redistribution, he intimated 
that a policy of obstruction would be 
fellowed by the opposition. 

Sir Wilfred’s reply was somewhat 
more severe than usual on the leader 
of the opposition. He spoke of him 
as one who had attained his reputation 
under the administratien of Sir John 
Macdonald, when the ship of state was 
direeted by the brain and ability of 
Sir John at the helm, and the wind 
to fill the sails supplied by Sir Char!es. 
He said that Sir Charles, himself, had | 
made an unrestricted offer of recipro- 
city to the States, which he said was 
the same thing as unrestricted 
reciprocity. Sir Charles admitted the 
offer, but denied that the two things 
were the same. In very few words 
Sir Wilfred showed that they were 
absolutely the same, and for once, the 
leader of the opposition was squelched. 
A notable statement by the Premier 
was his belief that the feeling of the 
people of Canada at the present time 
was not in favor of reciprocity with 
the United States. Regarding senate 
reform, he said that his object was to 
reform, not to destroy ; that the reform 
could not be achieved by legislation 
bere, but by petition to the Imperial 
Parliament. In support of his posi- 
tion as to the result of the plebiscite, 
he read opinions from Rev. Dr. Potts 
and other leading prohibitionists, 
supporting the stand he had taken 
that the vote was not sufficiently large 
to warrant legislation. Regarding 
re-distribution, he indicated that the 
re-distribution would not mean an in- 
crease of membership. The general 
impression is that re-dictribution is to 
be applied chiefly to Ontario.
